President Charles S. Mellen, of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford 
railroad, took the stand before Coro­ 
ner Phelan in New York City Mon­ 
day afternoon at the resumption of 
the coroner’s inquest into the fatal 
Stamford wreck, and after being quiz­ 
zed for nearly an hour, refused to an­ 
swer any questions concerning the 
scope of his duties as head of the 
road on account of being jointly in­ 
dicted for a previous wrecit on a 
charge of criminal negligence. 
“I am guilty of nothing,’’ lie said. 
<!I have absolutely nothing to con­ 
ceal/* 
lie declared, after counsel for the 
road had objected half a dozen times » 
to Coroner Phelan’s line of question­ 
ing, that in as much as anything he 
would say might have the effect of 
prejudicing the case when it comes 
to trial in September, he felt it in­ 
cumbent upon him not to make any 
statement for fear of injuring the 
other officers who are jointly indict­ 
ed with him. 
The railroad executive looked tired 
and careworn. 
He spoke in a low,

his non-advertising competitor. Those

generally
